On June 18, 2002, Applicants were informed telephonically by Examiner DiBrino that 
Applicants' paper of February 11, 2002 (the Response), responding to the Notice of Non- 
Compliance with 37 C.F.R. 1.192(c) of October 9, 2001, had not been matched with the 
application file at the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office.
